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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hinze 4402767 in view of Costin 3881918 and Smith 5002,834 cols. 

Hinze discloses all the claim features except for thousands of fiberizing holes. 
Figure 1 shows many holes. It would have been obvious to have as many holes as 
desired, depending upon the size of the spinner and desired characteristics of the final 
product. 

Example I of Hinze discloses using Incoloy MA 956. This inherently has Ni3AI, 
for example see col. 1 , lines 1 5-20 of Costin 3881 91 8 and Smith 5002,834 cols. 
1, line 25, and col. 4, lines 34-53. 

It is noted that the Office is interpreting "made of an aluminde..." and the like are 
interpreted as requiring that the disc comprises the aluminide. 

Claims 1,4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Liu 5725691 in view of Jensen 3600146 and McGarry 5914439. 

Liu discloses the use of the presently claimed alloy in "glass industry". Relevant 
portions of Liu include: col. 1 ,line 35, col. 3, line 44 and 65, and cols 6,7 and 8. The 
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thing that Liu does not teach is the specific claimed use in the glass industry. That is, 
used in a spinner disc. 

Jensen 3600146 discloses it is known to use nickel aluminide (alumnide) in 
glass fiber making devices. Mc Garry teaches making spinner discs with nickel - 
aluminum alloys: col. 3, lines 38-57. It would have been obvious to use the Liu alloy to 
make spinner discs for the advantages of the Liu composition. 

Claim 5: all though the exact ranges do not appear to be taught, the Liu 
compositions are "about" the same. See cols. 6-8 of Liu. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 3 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Shalaby, Schuster, Slonaker and Mc Donald are cited as being of 
general interest.
